A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 

In the course of a conversation to-day with 
Mr. Robert H. Dring regarding the future oí 
the pork-breeding industry in the Irish Free 
State, he declared that, although opinions 
were divided on the subject, there was a con- 
sistent optimism in well-informed circles. 

Denmark, he said, had been controlling the 
English market and forcing down bacon prices 
in order to dispose of her enormous pig 
supply, with the result that during the past 
few months pig-breeders in this country had 
been receiving unremunerative prices. The 
Danish farmer had, however, been able to 
accept even lower prices for his animals than 
had his Free State brother, owing solely to 
the fact that he enjoyed better marketing 
facilities and an enormous supply of separated 
milk. 

Mr. Dring, who has closely studied the 
industry in various countries, said that in 
Denmark nearly all the pigs were sold through 
the farmers’ co-operative organisations, which 
were similar to the Irish Farmers’ Union, and 
in this manner they eliminated the middleman 
and received the entire proceeds themselves. 

DENMARK’S ADVANTAGE. 

“In connection with feeding stuffs,’’ pro- 
ceeded Mr. Dring, “ the Danes use imported 
maize, just as we do; but they also pur- 

pollard and other milling — in 
large quantities from English or Continental 
millers at very low prices. In this they 
have a considerable advantage over the Irish 
farmer, who always pays more for milling 
offals than they are worth as feeding stuffs. 
These advantages enable the Danish farmers 
produce pigs cheaper than we can; but

erease their production of pigs is because 
they Have such huge quantities of separated 
milk to use.” 

He understood that 25,000 tons of sepa- 


. | rated milk—the cheapest and most valuable 


food available to pig breeders—were utilised 
weekly in Denmark for this purpose, and 
if the Danes did riot keep pigs a large pro- 
portion of this milk would be wasted. It 
was probable, therefore, that they would 
always maintain a very large pig supply 
until they were fdreed out of the dairying 
industry. 

During the past few weeks he had re- 
ceived information that the Danes were con- 
sidering a scheme for restricting the produc- 
tion of pigs in order to increase the price 
of Danish bacon bv-reducing the quantity 
slightly. ‘They hoped to introduce a 
scheme,” he explained, ‘similar to that in 
force in the rubber industry, and, as their 
farmers are nearly all members of their own 
organisation, this would be a comparatively 
simple matter, and the result would be that

The -arly-hatched pullet matures more 
quickly than her late-hatched sister. She 
lays when eggs are dear, the cockerels, too, 
will fetch a> better price. Therefore, the 
breeding pens must, be made up at once. If 
this is done early in January one can start 
collecting eggs the third week, as they will be 
fertile in from ten to fourteen days after 
mating, though it is better to allow ‘a 
slightly longer time. 


Value of Incubators 


With an incubator one can set the first lot 
of eggs at the end of this month, and have 
three successive hatchings coming out—say, 
15th Febrvary, 7th and 30th March. These 
dates would do for the heavy breeds. snch as 
Rhode Island Reds and White Wvyandottes. 
Light breeds are usnally set a month later 

With the broody hen it is often a case of 
the eggs waiting for the hen, but ‘with the 
incubator it is sometimes the other way 
round—we have not the number of eggs 
ready as soon as we thought, because breed- 
ing pens were not mated early enough. 

Starting early is not the only important 
point to remember, the eggs set must he 
from good layers. Many farmers let a couple 
of cockerels run with the whole flock, and 
then set 12 or 14 nice looking eggs. This 
may be all right if cockerels hatch out and 
‘are killed in May or June, but if pullets 
hatch out they may have come from the 
worst layers in the farmyard, and when they 
start to lay their eggs will be few. This is 
why it pays to make up breeding pens of 
eight or ten hens to each cockerel. You can 
select your best hens for the breeding pens, 
mating them to a cockerel got from a good 
breeder. 


Good Cockerele Wanted. 


Theugh poultry-keeping has taken second 
ng to dairy-farming with us, during the 
ast month we have been selling five or six 
dozen eggs each day.

HOW RECENT LEGISLATION WORKS. 


In expounding last week to the Irish Dairy 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Society in Waterford the 
four Acts of Parliament already passed and 
the one ‘still in contemplation, upon which 
he has based his agricultural policy, Mr. 
Hogan took that degree of modest credit fot 
his Government which the circumstances so 
fully justify. The pOlicy he outlined has 
been supported and advanced so often in 
these columns that either, in anticipation ot 
in retrospect, we might call it our own! 
Indeed, from one point of view, it may be 
considered to be an obvious policy. 
it required the inspired commonsense of Sn 
Horace Plunkett to initiate it 
generation ago, so it now needs, and fortu 
nately has got, the practical genius and in 
formed insight of Mr. Hogan to put it into 
effect by evolving the details of the policy 
comprehended in the Live Stock Breeding 
Act, the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act, 
the Dairy Produce Act, the Agricultural 
Credit Act. and the pending Co-operative 
Act. These all tend in one direction, and 
have all a common objective : the working 
out in practice of principles we have taken 
occasion to enunciate for some years n; 
‘‘Quality ” is the keystone of the fine edifice 
which Mr. Hogan is preparing to rear. Co 
operation is the method of architecture which 
he has decided to follow. But self-help is 
the foundation upon which he is endeavouring 
to bnild the future prosperity of Trish agn 
culture. We would not assert that these 
principles, even when reduced to the most 
effective practice, cover the whole of the re 
quirements of Irish agriculture for the inture. 
There is more to be done than can be out 
lined even in a speech of some 4,000 words. 
But, acting upon the motto of his own. choos 
ing, “first things first,”’ Mr. Hogan has laid 
before the farmers, not only a policy, but a 
programme, and, if they will follow it as 
persistently as he confidently anticipates, af 
should go far to improve the agriculture of 
the State.

The ideal method of selecting hens for the 
breeding pen would be from records of trap- 
nesting, but very few farmers. have time fo:

A verdict of “ Death from shock and 


toxeemia, following burns,’’ was recorded by 
Dr. Lowis A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, 


| at an inquest in Steevens’s Fiospital yester- 


day on Sarah Hyland, aged 11 years, who 
was burned about the face, chest, back and 
thighs when her clothes went on fire at her 
residence, 51 Keogh square, on Tuesday morn- 
ing, and died in Steevens’s Hospital at 5 p.m. 


Christopher Hyland identified the remains | 


as those of his daughter, who lived with his 
sister-in-law at Keogh square. 

Mrs. M. Knowles stated that, on hearing 
screams upstairs atlher residence, she rushed 
up and saw Sarah Hyland's clothes a mass 
of flames. She and another woman wrapped 
a bag around the girl and extinguished the 
flames, and then had her sent to hospital. 
A little girl who was in the room when 
the accident took place, told the witness 
that Sarah Hyland was standing with het 
back to the fire when her clothes caught fire.

culosis Order in Britain. It is a charge on 
production frequently lost sight of. Young 
cows with diseased udders or other defects, 
compelling their sale as stores or beef, may 
depreciate in value to the extent of £5 per 
head per annum, or even more. In the case 
of cows that breed regularly and continue 
healthy and productive for, say, ten years or 
longer, the depreciation may be as low as 
£1 per head per annum. Diseases of the 
udder appear to be on the increase; Many 
maintain that they are hereditary. All cows 
so affected should be rigidly excluded from 
the foundation stock. The females in the 
sires’ pedigrees should possess all the char- 
acteristics mentioned above. The motto in 
the selecting of a sire should be: ‘‘ Only the

Notwithstanding the big increase recently 
in cow-testing, the numbers who test and 
grade up their herds systematically are still 
ir too small.

SOUTH AFRICA BEATEN 
BY 87 RUNS.

by winning the second oí the five Test 
matches to be played against South Africa at 
Cape Town, England yesterday scored her 
| second successive victory in the series. 

The fourth and last day produced a thrilling 
struggle, in which England, after compiling 
428 in their second innings, dismissed South 
Africa half an hour before time for 224, thus 
winning by 87 runs. 

In making such a magnificent recovery after 
their first innings’ failure, and in translating 
that recovery into vi tory, the Englishmen 
were materially assisted ‘by two outstanding 
vircumstances. The first was the plucky, if 
lucky, innings of the Warwickshire amateur, 
HR. E. 8. Wyatt, who, coming in on Tuesday, 
when England were ‘only 109 runs on with 
five wickets down, scored 91 out. of the 102 
added for the remaining five wickets. He 
was last out at 428, a total that gave England 
a lead of 3511 runs. 

The ingenuity and resource he displayed in 
man CCN. the: bowling, 
lass able colleagues from positions that might 
have led to the summary closure of England's 
innings, were inexhaustible, and there is little 
doubt that the runs he earned by these 
clever tactics gave England just a sufficient 
margin of advantage to enable them to begin 
their task of ‘dismissing South Africa, with 
their tails very much up. 

» The scoring of 312 runs in 4 hours and 
minutes, which was the task South Africa had 
to accomplish for victory, was by no means 
impossible, but it was sufficiently difficult to 
have a most disturbing effect on the several 
young and inexperienced players in the South 
African team.

During the past year the advertisements in 
the “ Agony ”' columns of the Press inguir- 
ing for missing heirs and kindred have been 
unusually numerous. A short summary of the 
more important cases may, therefore, be in- 
teresting to your readers, writes Mr. Sidney 
H. Preston, 126 Ledbury road, London.

A police inquiry for the purpose of investi- 
gat ing disciphnary charges against virtually 

all the men at the station was opened yester- 
Bas at the Royal Ulster Constabulary Barrack, 
Crossmaglen, Co. Armagh. 

The Court consisted of District Inspector 
Ferris, Lurgan, President, and District In- 
spector Anderson, Portadown. 

District Inspector Parkinson-Cumine ap- 
peared for the prosecution, and Mr. John 
Sketlington, solicitor, Dungannon, represented 
all the men. 

There were originally nineteen charges 
jagainst the station, and they were preierred 
against Sergeant Francis Quinn, who is im 
charge of the station; Sergeant J. Reid, and 
Constables 5S. Briens, J. Proctor, and C. 
Monaghan. 

Sergeant Quinn was accused of making an 
alleged false return to his District Inspector 
showing 21 turns of night patrols as having 
been performed at his station during the 
month of August last, whereas, in fact, only 
three such turns of duty had been done. He 
was also charged with neglect oíwduty in 
omitting to detail patrols to effectively police 
his district during the month of August last, 
pas there was a charge of an alleged a 
entry in the Crossmaglen Station notebook a 
to the examination of the men on the Dest 
Act, 1906, and the Fishery Laws on the Ist of 
October last. Two further charges were 
ouitted. 


PROSECUTOR’S STATEMENT. 

District Inspector Parkinson-Cumine said 
that one of the charges against Sergeant 
Quinn was that he returned 21 turns of patrol 
duty between midnight and 6 a.m. during 
August for the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 
On comparing the return with the Patrol Book 
at Crossmaglen Station he found that only 
three turns of sos duty were períormed 
by the Royal Ulster Constabulary. There 
were only two patrols to leave between mid- 

light and 6 a.m. during the month of August.

The strength of the station was one sergeant 
and four men as far as the Roval Ulster Con 
stabularv was concerned. He knew that owing 
to constables being on leave during the greater 
part of August the sergeant had pork three 
men of the Royal Ulster Constabulary. The 
Specials were purely for Customs duties. One 
Royal Ulster Constabulary men was 
orderly. A sergeant of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary was in charge of the 
Special Constables, whose chief work was 
Customs road patrolling, except in case of 
emergency. ‘here were only three Special 
Constables on duty in August. He agreed 
that during the month of August there were 
107 day patrols and 34 night patrols, 

There were, the Prosecutor, at least 
twenty offences detected during the month. 
He had examined the patrol book on the 27th 
August, and did not then complain that the 
sub-district was not effectively policed. He 
did not call the sergeant’s attention to any 
want of patrolling. He was not at that time 
dissatisfied with the system of patrolling. He 
became dissatisfied with the patrolling when 
he first discovered the discrepancy between 
the return and the patrol book. 


SERGEANT QUINN’S STATEMENT. 

Sergeant Francis Quinn, in the course of 
his evidence, stated that he was in the police 
force for sixteen and a half and had 
been sergeant in charge of Crossmaglen for 
four years. On the 5th September he sent in 
a return from the patrol book. Owing to 
the absence of men leave in August he 
had only himself andwo men of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary for regular duty ; another 
man acted as barrack orderly. During that 
time he had to keep a constable on duty 
protecting the local banks. This duty 
was carried on at present. During the 
month of August last the witness did 27 
night patrols himself, and 26 day patrols. 
There was no undetected serious crime com- 
mitted in the district from June to October. 
Luring August he and his two men detected 
and dealt with twenty ordinary offences. He 
was satisfied that during August, having 
regard to the number of men available, he 
did all that was possible in policing the dis- 
trict between midnight and 6 a.m. 

In regard to the return, the witness said 
that he included all late night patrols in the 
columns for those between 12 and á a.m. 

he President asked the witness why he 
had made the false return. How did he 
justify returning a patrol starting before mid- 
night as patrols between midnight and 6a.m? 

Sergeant Quinn said that there might be 
discrepancies in the patrol.book. He obtained 
21 -patrols by including all patrols that re- 
turned at midnight. He had followed the 
sime practice since March. This was his 
interpretation of the order from the District 
Inspector. 

The President

Sergeant Quinn said that since his atten- 
tion had been called to the matter by the 
District Inspector he furnished the return as 
desired. 

In reply to District-Inspector Parkinson- 
Lemine the sergeant said that it would not 
be a great hardship for each man of his party 
to do a minimum of two “ rising ” patrols 
in the month. 

To the President—Previous to August he 
had received no order from the District- 
Inspector as to the number of “ rising” 
patrols to be done.

Constable Monaghan said that he was har- 
rack orderly on the Ist October, when tho 
sergeant started a school of police duties at 
6 p.m. After some time the sergeant was 
called away, and returned about 6.30 p.m., 
when he again took over the class until 6.45. 

Sergeant Quinn said that he assembled the 
party for school at 6 p.m., intending to hold 
the schgp! until 6.45. The barrack orderly 
brought in a message that the witness was 
wanted at his lodgings on a domestic matter.

The New Pensions. 


Even if to-day bring hail, rain or snow, 
it will be a red-letter day for nearly half- 
a-million persons in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland; for on this day the 
third and last section the British 
Government’s Contributory Pensions Act 
comes into operation The first stage of 
the scheme, which applied to widows and 
children, now covers. nearly 600,000 
persons. Under the second part of. the 
scheme, which became effective in July, 
1926, old age pensions were awarded to 
qualified persons over seventy years of age, 
without reference to other sources of in- 
come. From to-day, under the third part, 
insured persons between the ages of sixty- 
five and seventy will be entitled to an old- 
age pension of ten shillings a week; and, 
if such a person s wife also is over sixty- 
five, she will be entitled to a like sum. 
These pensions will not be affected by any 
income which the beneficiaries may be re- 
ceiving from other sources. In Great 
Britain the number of insured persons 
who will benefit immediately by this third 
section of the Act is 450,000, and the post 
offices of Northern Ireland expect visits 
to-<lay from some 7,200 the new 
pensioners. The total of widows, orphans 
and old persons who are entitled to benefit 
under all parts of the Act is now more 
than 1,250,000. The total of insured per- 
who may become eligible for the 
Act’s benefits; and thus are safeguarded 
against the worst effects of illness, unem- 
ployment and old age, represents more 
than a third of the whole population of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. Of 
course, the Act applies only to workers 
who are insured under the National 
Health Insurance Scheme. It does not 
affect the non-contributory old-age pension, 
which remains. payable to uninsured 
persons, at the age of seventy, on the sole 
ground of age and poverty. Henceforward 
the lot of the insured worker in Northern 
Ireland will be envied by his class on the 
other side of the border. Against the 
dignity and the many political advantages 
of the Free State’s standing as a Dominion 
Northern Ireland can set her own con- 
tinued participation in the blessings of 
Great .Britain s social services. In the 
Free State both the old-age pensioner— 
docked of a weekly shilling—and the in- 
sured worker are paying their, perhaps, 
inevitable share of the price of inde- 
pendence. In Northern Ireland the 
workers enjoy all the benefits of a system 
of relief which, as The Times has 
said truly, ts ‘“‘ without parallel in any 
other country in the world.”’

EX-TSAR FERDINAND’S VISIT 
TO SOUTH AMERICA.

_ SOFIA, Wednesday. 
_ Considerable interest is being shown here 
in the decision of Bulgaria’s former Tsar 
Ferdinand to suddenly rush off to South 
America, breaking all his new year appoint- 
ments which had been made for him by his 
own Court Chamberlain. It is known that 
the ex-ruler received glowing news from a 
close friend, who is an ornithologist, with re- 
gard to sensational discoveries of three new 
specimens of birds and butterflies in the 
backwoods of Brazil. 

The ex-Tsar of Bulgaria lost no time in 
wiring to a steamship company for reserved 
accommodation, and within twenty-four 
hours he had left for Rio, thus showing 
himself to be the same enthusiastic scientist 
that he has always been. 

Since the loss of his throne, Ferdinand 
has been known to devote practically all his 
entire time to the study of natural history. 
which offers distraction from his cares and 
worrles. Even during his reign his love of 
birds and butterflies was noteworthy, and 
when he was forced to abdicate and go into 
exile, he took as his most precious possession 
a State mantle made entirely of bird of para- 
dise plumes.

Charging the Grand Jury at Devon Quarter 
Sessions yesterday, Lord Merrivale said that 
the duties of grand juries could be of the 
utmost value. The grand jury was inter- 
posed by the law between the individual and 
those who sought to set the criminal law in 
motion. No satisfactory expedient had yet 
been hit upon for the means of depriving the 
individual citizen of that security which he 
certainly had in some cases against vexatious 
or oppressive proceedings by his right to 
have the charge considered in the first in- 
stance by the grand jury. 

It might well be that some time, perhaps 
not far distant, means would be found where- 
by those who had the right to appeal to the 
grand jury, whether prosecutors or defen- 
dants, might have a voice, by a notification 
to the court, in helping to decide whether ‘t 
was necessary to have a grand jurv. But 
that was in the future. 

It was supposed in these days that there 
was a decrease in crime, but appearances 
were deceptive, and there was not the steady 
decline in crime some people supposed. They 
were made familiar from day to day with 
very grave crimes, some of which were un- 
discovered and, consequently, unpunished.

Temperature will 
probably remain rather high for the 
season, with strong westerly winds, con- 
siderable sunny intervals, and only occa- 
sional local showers of rain or hail. 


MAN DROWNED IN SUFFOLK. 

Widespread havoc was caused by the 
floods yesterday in low-lying towns and 
villages bordering rivers which were 
swollen far beyond the normal level by 
the recent thaw and rains and had burst 
their banks. Hundreds of people in 
different areas lost their employment tem- 
porarily owing to the closing down of 
flooded premises.

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PETITION TO THE 
OIREACHTAS 


SIGNED BY 75,000 VOTERS 
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! By Oun POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

I understand that the Fianna Fail 
Party has secured the signatures of 75,000 
voters to a petition which requests the 
Oireachtas to set up machinery for the 
initiation by the people themselves of 
legislative measures. The petition will be 
presented to the Oireachtas when it 
assembles after the recess. 

Article 48 of the Constitution, under 
which the petition is being made, reads 
as follows :— 

“The Oireachtas may provide for -the 
initiation by the people of proposals for 
laws or constitutional amendments. Should 
the. Oireachtas fail to make such provision 
within two years, it shall, on the petition 
of not Jess than 75,000 voters on the 
register, of whom not more than 15,000 
shall be voters in any one constituency, 
either make such provisions or submit the 
question to the a for decision in 
accordance with the ordinary regulations 
governing the referendum. Any legisla- 
tion passed. by the Oireachtas providing 
for such initiation by the people shall 
provide— 

“(1) That such proposals may ‘be 
initiated on a petition of 50,000 voters 
on the register ; 

. “(2) That, if the Oireachtas rejects a 

proposal so initiated, it shall be sub- 

mitted to the people for decision ‘in 
accordance with the ordinary regulations 
yoverning the referendum ; and 

“(3) That, if the Oireachtas enacts a 
proposal so initiated, such enactment 
Shall be subject to the provisions 
respecting ordinary legislation or amend- 
ments of the Constitution, as the case 
may be.” 


DIFFICULTIES. 


The view ot the petitioners is that under 
this section the Goveroment must either 
establish the necessary machinery for the 
initiation of legislation by the people or 
submit the matter to a direct vote of the 
but there are several obstacles 
in the way.

discontinue all further intercourse with 
that country.” 

The resolution also expresses disapproval 
of the trip of Sir Henry Thornton, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian National Railways, 
to Mexico last autumn on the invitation 
of the Government of Mexico to act in 
an advisory capacity regarding the re- 
organisation of Mexican railways, and 
declares that it should not be interpreted 
as being in harmony with the sentiments 
of the people of Canada towards the 
present Government of Mexico.

DIVERS RECOVER

A PERSIAN PROTEST.

Commenting editorially upon the Shah's 
Government’s claim to Bahrain Island, 
The Times remarks :—The Persian Govern- 
ment’s claim to Bahrain is based primarily’ 
on the interrupted occupation of | the 
islands in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries; and, secondly, on the alleged 
official recognition by Lord Clarendon, in 
1869, of the justice of a Persian protest. 
Though the majority of its inhabitants 
have long been Arabs, differing from the 
Persians in race and speech, and belong- 
ing to a different Moslem sect, Bahrain 
was certainly taken by Shah Abbas of 
Persi: from its Portuguese overlordg wm 
1602, and Persian troops garrisoned? its 
fort, with intervals of expulsion by Ipecal 
insurgents, until 1783. In that year the 
ancestors of the present Chief came from 
the mainland and expelled the Persians, 
with the aid of the inhabitants. Since 
then Persia has exercised no authority in 
the islands, or, for that matter, in the 
waters of the Gulf, where the suppression 
of piracy was left to the British Fleet. 

Whatever Lord Clarendon may have said 
nearly sixty years ago, whatever protests 
may have been made by the Shah’s 
Government against former British treaties 
with the Sheikhs of Bahrain, a claim, 
based upon an occupation which was 
brought to a violent end by the Bahraini 
and Atabi Arabs 144 years ago, seems tb 
have no basis of reality. Article 10 of the 


League Covenant, in virtue of which the | 


Persian Government has communicated its 
protest to the League, certainly guarantees 
the territorial integrity of the States 
which are members of the League, but 
the burden of proof that Bahrain is now 
Persian territory rests with Teheran, and 
the appeal to the Covenant seems to be“ 
the question of fact. | 

The reasons which have prompted the 
Persian Government to make this protest 
remain a matter of speculation. It may 
be that the unwillingness of the Shah's 
Government to open.a route along the 
Southern coast of Persia to international 
air traffic, and more particularly to the 
proposed British air line from Caire to 
Karachi, has some bearing on the matter. 


An agreement between Persia and this| 


country was actually signed. more than two 
years ago, but the Persian Government 
suddenly reversed its policy.

“ The Government of the United States 
welcomes every opportunity for joining 
with the other Governments of the world 
in condemning war and pledging anew 
its faith in arbitration. It is firmly of 
the opinion that every international] 
endorsement of arbitration, and every 
treaty repudiating the idea of a resort to 
arms for the settlement of justiciable 
disputes, materially advances the cause of 
world peace. My views on this subject 
find a concrete expression in the form of 
the arbitration treaty which I have pro- 
posed in my Note to you of December 28, 
1927, to take the place of the Arbitration 
Convention of 1908. 

“The proposed treaty extends the scope 
of that convention, and records the un- 
mistakable determination of the two 
Governments to prevent any breach in 
the friendly relations which have sub- 
sisted between them for so long a period. 

“In view of the traditional friendship 
between France and the United States—a 
friendship. which, happily, is not de- 
pendent upon the existence of any formal

The newspaper, Al Ahram, learns from 
British political sources: that the talks 
between Sarwat Pasha and the Residency, 
arising out of the London conversations, 
have terminated, and that it has been leit 
to the Egyptian Prime Minister to fix 
the date for 6fficial negotiations.

desire to consolidate the good understand- 
ing between the two countries, and the 
conversations have happily contributed to 
this end. There were also conversations 
with the object of making known to the 
two Governments each other’s points of 
view concerning the question of Egypt and 
the Soudan. If it should have appeared 
possible to conciliate these points of view, 
negotiations could have been undertaken 
for an alliance between the two countries, 
permitting the realisation of Egypt's com- 
plete independence and determining her 
relations with Great Britain—an alliance 
in regard to which Parliament would 
naturally have the last word. 

“ We are happy to observe the spirit of 
friendship which characterised these 
delicate conversations, and the sincere 
efforts employed on both sides to reconcile 
more closely the two points of view, and 
thus realise the wishes of the British and 
Egyptian nations tending towards the con- 
clusion of a new agreement uniting them 
in the bonds of friendship and confidence.”

LANDLORD’S HOPELESS 

FIGHT WITH FLAMES. 

In the small hours of yesterday morning the 
quaint old inn, The White Horse, at Edington, 
North Wilts, was destroyed by fire. Abutting 
on the main road from Bratton to Westbury, 
the inn, which was well known to motorists, 
was tenanted by Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
Crook. 

Roused just before two o'clock by heat and 
smoke, Mr. Crook, who was alone, his wife 
being away on a visit, found the lower part 
of the house in flames. His escape by the 
staircase cut off, he partially dressed and 
jumped from the bedroom window. Rushing 
into the village, he gave the alarm, and, re- 
turning to the blazing inn, vainly tried to 
check the progress of the flames with buckets 
of water from a pond. 

When the brigade arrived from Westbury, 
nearly four miles away, the hostelry was 
burning from the ground floor to the roof, 
and, handicapped by an inadequate water 
supply, the firemen could not save it. Soon 
wines, spirits and beer stocks, furniture, and 
all the house contained were consumed by 
the flames, and nothing but the four bare 
walls remained. 

“Everything I possess has gone,” said Mr. 
Crook vesterday afternoon, “ and I have even 
had to borrow the clothes I stand up in.”’ 
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appears himself to be far removed from 
the territory affected, and there is no 
reason to suppose that the actions in 
question are being undertaken either at 
his instigation or with his support.

The promiscuous shooting by Government 
officers in their attempts to enforce the 
prohibition law is expected to receive a 
severe check as a result of the trial now pro- 
gressing here; in which a defendent alleges 
that he has been maimed by a _ prohibition 
Officer without cause. 

The Federal officer testified that he had 
received information to the effect that liquor 
was being sold on certain premises in this 
city. He added that he saw the defendant 
enter the building, and when he heard the 
sound of rattling bottles, concluded that he 
was justified in demanding an explanation. 

Despite the fact that the explanation was 
readily submitted, the defendant alleges that 
the officer shot at his legs several times, 
with the result that he was seriously wounded. 

Following his command to the defendant to 
throw up his hands, the officer proceeded to 
search the building, but cooly stated that no 
liquor was found. 


CANADA’S NEW 
DESTROYERS.

At a meeting of Wexford County Council 
Mr. W, F. Barry, County Surveyor, sub- 
mitted an estimate of £74,513 for the main- 
tenance of the county roads, which was an 
imerease of £20,699 allowed bv the Council 
for last year, ecuivalent to an increase in 
the rates of Is. lid. in the £. He stated that 
the ligures in his estimdte were. the minimum 
reyuired to maintain the roads. Were it not 
_for the State grants the county would not be 
‘able to put up the money required for’ the 
roads, which would consequently go to pieces 

Colonel ©. M.- Gibbon expressed his sur- 
prise at the increase in the estimate. Review- 
ing conditicns and prices in the agricultural 
industry, he stated that the incre: in the 
price of last year’s barley made very small 
difference when spread over the whole re- 
ceipts. The sugar beet crop, owing to the 
lack of sun and to the exceptionally wet 
weather, was averaging at least 50 per cent. 
lower than last year. ‘The potato crop, while 
fairly good when going the pits, was 
coming vut black to a very considerable 
degree. Farmers were receiving definitely 
less money for their produce, while the 
foodstaffs, which they had purchased had in 
creased in price. In former years if land 
annuities were not paid no action was taken 
for a year or two.

“ The fact that women’s work in the home 
so largely consists of handwork, together 
with the fact that traditionally no wife claims 
a money payment for home duties, has caused. 
work of this nature to be de reciated,”’ said 
Mis. Elizabeth Tidswell, in bá presidential 
address at the annual conference of the 
National Union of Women Teachers at 
Chester. 
Mrs. Tidswell, who is a speciaiist in Londo: 
in the teaching of domestic science, WAS 
phasis ing the need for giving more attention 
to instruction in handwork in the schools of 
the country. ‘The ordinary man will say 
that he ‘ keeps’ his wife,” she said. Th 
opinion is often expressed that a- married 
woman should not take up paid work outsid 
the home because she has a husband to 
‘support’ her. Even the Government, in ite 
census forms, returns married women as 
occupied.”
